A  Regulation  respecting  Emergency  Doors  on 
Passen  ger-vehicles. 

1.  For  the  purpose  of  this  regulation: — 

(a.)  “Passenger-vehicle”  means  a  motor- 

vehicle  operated  by  a  public  utility  as 
a  public  passenger-vehicle  or  limited 
passenger-vehicle  within  the  meaning 
of  section  62  of  the  “  Highway  Act,” 
and  required  by  order  of  the  Minister 
of  Public  Works  or  the  regulations 
made  pursuant  to  that  Act  to  have  a 
door  at  the  end  thereof  or  at  the  left- 
hand  or  right-hand  side  at  the  rear 
thereof : 

(b.)  “Emergency  door”  means  the  door  at 
the  end  of  or  at  the  left-hand  or  right- 
hand  side  at  the  rear  of  any  passenger- 
vehicle,  where  such  passenger-vehicle 
is  required  by  order  of  the  Minister  of 
Public  Works  or  the  regulations  made 
pursuant  to  the  “  Highway  Act  ”  to 
have  such  a  door.
